1. Grants 


Dr. D. E. Charlton has been granted travel support for $600. from 
the dean’s travel account. 


2. Schedule 1986-7 


Dr. S. Zenone is now teaching Phys. 252/4 AA (Optics). 
Mr. K. Bassias is now teaching Phys. 205/4 BB. 


3. Schedule 1987-8 


The schedule had to be revised based upon a number of 
considerations. 


l. Three faculty members requested changes. 


2. Phys. 477/2 AA and 478/4 AA were not given in 1985-6 and only had 
enrollments of 11 and 9 respectively this year. It is very unlikely 
that the enrollment would be high enough to permit us to offer it 
next year. 


3. There were some course conflicts in the schedule. 


4. Certain courses should be available consecutively in the early/late 
evening slots for the convenience of evening students. 


5. Because of the severe lack of classroom space in the evening (the 
university stopped renting space two years ago to save money), the 
course schedule must be balanced between early and late evening 
slots. 


6. The schedule must avoid conflicts between cross listed graduate 
courses and regular graduate courses.
